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Glen  Park 
Festival  2001

It  was  a  beautiful  day  with  clear  blue 
skies,  lots  of  sunshine  and  a  nice  breeze 
to  keep  everything  comfortable.  The 
Fifth  Annual  Glen  Park  Festival  got 
underway  with  some  mellow  tunes  from 
Rudy  Salvini  and  the  Tuxedo  Junction. 
A  very  talented  youth  group  then  enter- 
tained the  crowd  with  some  hip-hop 
moves,  getting  everyone's  attention  and 
preparing  them  for  Brenda  Boykin  and 
Home  Cookin's  finger-snapping,  foot- 
tapping  music. 

With  great  tunes  tilling  the  air,  peo- 
ple were  wandering  among  the  vendor 
booths  on  Diamond  and  Wilder  streets, 
where  all  types  of  wares  were  displayed, 
from  clothing  to  jewelry  to  paintings  to 
plants.  Kids  got  to  climb  up,  down,  over 
and  around  a  real-life  fire  engine  and 
have  their  picture  taken  next  to  it.  Many 
little  ones  proudly  displayed  their  newly 
painted  faces  in  multitudes  of  designs 
and  colors.  Various  staff  from  the  SFPD 
dropped  by  to  say  hello. 
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The  'empty  lot'  was  transformed  into 
a  food  and  beverage  pavilion,  offering 
beer  and  wine  and  food  from  Glen  Park 
vendors,  including  La  Corneta,  Chen- 
ery  Park  and  Destination  Baking  Com- 
pany. It  became  the  picnic  grounds  for 
the  day.  Throughout  the  afternoon  raf- 
fle prizes  were  given  away,  all  courtesy 
of  merchants  both  local  and  citywide; 
the  prizes  included  numerous  passes, 
tickets,  and  gift  baskets.  As  the  day 
wound  down,  the  crowd  slowly  drifted 
home  accompanied  by  the  music  from 
Brother  Buzz. 

This  year's  Festival  was  the  first  as 
its  own  entity,  a  nonprofit  organization 
dedicated  to  raising  funds  for  at-risk  San 
Francisco  youth  to  attend  Glen  Park's 
Silver  Tree  day  camp  in  Glen  Canyon. 
Following  months  of  planning,  meeting 
and  creating  the  organization,  it  came 
to  life  on  Sunday,  April  29,  200 1 .  Our 
goal  of  sponsoring  kids  for  the  day  camp 
was  accomplished  as  we  managed  to 
turn  a  profit  on  our  first  endeavor. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  our  sponsors, 
the  Glen  Park  Association,  California 
Federal  Bank  and  Don  Jose  Barrelier;

550  Guests 
Dine  In 
Glen  Canyon

Hikers  in  Glen  Canyon  in  June  were 
astonished  to  find  hundreds  of  goats 
placidly  munching  weeds  and  brush  on 
the  hillsides.  The  herd  of  550  was  hired 
by  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department 
to  gobble  weeds,  grass  and  brush  along 
the  canyon's  eastern  and  northern 
perimeters,  to  diminish  the  threat  of  fire 
to  the  homes  above.  After  a  week  in  the 
park — longer  than  planned — 552  goats 
departed. 

The  two  new  kids  born  in  the  canyon 
weren't  the  only  unexpected  results  of 
Rec  and  Park's  fire-abatement  plan.  The 
goats  were  marooned  in  the  park  when 
the  transmission  on  their  truck  froze, 
extending  their  planned  week's  sojourn 


to  nearly  a  week  and  a  half.  "[In  this 
urban  area,]  it  wasn't  easy  to  find  a 
replacement  truck  to  carry  that  many 
goats,"  observed  Terri  Oyarzun,  who 
with  her  husband  Egon  operates  Goats 
R  Us  in  Orinda. 

While  they  waited  for  their  ride,  the 


caprine  visitors  had  to  do  what  goats  do 
best — they  kept  eating.  And  although 
their  range  was  controlled  by  plastic- 
mesh  fencing  moved  from  place  to  place, 
they  managed  to  dine  on  some  of  the 
native  plants  that  Friends  of  Glen  Canyon 
Park  have  been  encouraging  in  recent 
years.  At  least  one  of  those  environ- 
mentalist-oriented volunteers  was 
bummed  out  by  the  damage  to  native 
vegetation  and  the  fear  that  erosion  may 
be  a  problem,  but  Rebecca  Portcous  of 
Rec  and  Park's  new  Natural  Areas  staff 
expects  no  serious  long-term  harm. 

Porteous  pointed  out  that  while  we 
lost  a  few  native  plants,  most  have  long 
since  adapted  to  survive  both  fire  and 
grazing,  having  survived  the  deer  and 
elk  who  lived  here  before  the  canyon's 
surroundings  became  urbanized,  not 
to  mention  livestock  when  a  dairy  oper- 
ated in  the  canyon.  Winter  rain  should 
revive  the  native  nubbins,  she  hopes.  On 
balance,  Porteous  said,  the  goats  cleared 
out  all  the  invasive  radish  and  fennel  on 
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"Radish  Hill"  above  the  rock  outcrop- 
pings  at  the  top  of  the  canyon,  and 
during  their  final,  unplanned  two  days 
they  ate  a  lot  of  the  unwanted  cape  ivy 
and  blackberry  vines  along  the  creek. 

Did  our  caprine  visitors  accomplish 
their  mission?  Marianne  Bertuccelli.

your  President

We  Need  Volunteers 

There  are  a  lot  of  people  living  in  our 
neighborhood,  and  we  need  some  of  you 
to  help  us  out  with  neighborhood  issues. 
Currently,  the  Glen  Park  Association 
has  250  members  who  participate  in 
ongoing  issues,  such  as  what  happens 
at  the  Diamond  Super  site,  the  quest  for 
a  new  library  location,  maintaining  the 
environment  of  Glen  Canyon  Park,  park- 
ing and  BART  issues,  buses,  etc. 

The  Glen  Park  Association  has  eight 
committees:  Health  and  Environment; 
Neighborhood  Improvement;  Program; 
Public  Safety;  Publication;  Recreation 
and  Park;  Traffic,  Parking  and  Trans- 
portation; and  Zoning  and  Planning.  We 
are  working  on  a  database  so  commit- 
tee members  can  be  informed  of  issues 
in  which  they  are  interested  via  e-mail, 
fax  or  snail  mail.  I  know  you  all  have 
an  interest  in  at  least  one  of  these  issues. 

Most  of  the  help  we  need  requires 
only  2-3  hours  a  quarter — that's  every 
three  months,  not  a  lot  of  time.  Right 
now  we  need  a  person  to  be  ad  coordi- 
nator, keeping  track  of  our  advertisers 
and  invoices.  Most  advertisers  pay  for 
an  entire  year  at  one  time,  so  this  is  not 
a  formidable  job;  it  involves  about  two 
hours  per  quarter.  Another  small  once- 
each-quarter  job  is  someone  to  pick  up 
the  newspapers  from  the  printer  (on  1 6th 
Street  near  the  SPCA)  and  take  them  to 
the  volunteers  who  deliver  them;  it's 
easy  to  do — pick  them  up  and  drop  them 
off  at  different  houses  on  your  way 
home;  this  takes  about  an  hour  and  a 
half.  A  third  small  job  is  delivering 
the  papers  to  a  route  in  the  neighbor- 
hood; this  takes  about  an  hour  and  is  a 
way  to  get  some  fresh  air  and  exercise 
and  meet  some  neighbors.

Neighborhood  Updates 

Diamond  Super:  David  Prowler  has 
taken  over  as  project  manager  for  the 
Diamond  Super  site.  He  has  worked 
with  the  previous  manager,  Jeremy  Paul. 
He  informs  us  that  the  criteria  for  a  first- 
rate  grocery  store  have  been  sent  to  par- 
ties interested  in  occupying  the  site,  and 
that  the  developers  are  working  on  plans 
which  may  include  our  new  library. 


Glen  Park  Library:  As  you  know, 
the  Glen  Park  Library,  has  been  in  rented 
space.  Thanks  to  the  passage  of  Propo- 
sition A,  we  are  one  of  four  City  neigh- 
borhoods that  will  have  a  new  library 
built.  Recently  the  Library  Commis- 
sion instructed  the  City's  Real  Estate 
Department  to  look  into  the  three  sites 
under  consideration,  which  we  described 
in  our  spring  issue.  A  report  is  expected 
in  the  near  future  as  to  which  location 
will  be  selected,  with  a  timeline  for 
design  and  construction.  The  three  loca- 
tions under  consideration  are  Wilder 
Street  at  Arlington  over  the  BART  park- 
ing lot;  the  second  floor  of  the  new  gro- 
cery store  on  the  Diamond  Super  site; 
and  the  corner  of  Diamond  and 
Bosworth  streets  where  Pebbles  Deli 
and  Bernie  Kelly  Law  Offices  are 
located. 

Metered  Parking:  The  Glen  Park 
Association's  Traffic,  Parking  and  Trans- 
portation Committee  is  requesting  a 
study  for  metered  parking  along  the  north 
side  of  Bosworth  Street  from  Diamond 
west  to  Chilton,  and  on  the  north  side 
from  Diamond  east  to  under  the  free- 
way, and  along  the  BART  parking  lot 
and  under  the  freeway. 

La  Corneta:  La  Corneta  recently 
opened  its  new,  enlarged  kitchen  and 
dining  section.  Construction  is  contin- 
uing to  unite  the  old  place  with  the  new.

Poisonous  Plants 

While  clearing  out  some  files,  my 
husband  found  a  brochure,  "Know  Your 
Plants. ..sate  or  poisonous?"  He  set  it 
aside  for  me.  I  found  it  informative  and 
was  surprised  at  some  of  the  plants  listed. 
Azalea  and  rhododendron  were  on  a  list 
of  plants  with  major  toxicity  that  "may 
cause  serious  illness  or  death."  But  read- 
ing that  other  plants  such  as  poison  oak 
"may  cause  a  skin  rash  or  irritation"  was 
no  surprise. 

Some  of  the  plants  listed  under  'Toxic 
Plants"  are  natives  found  in  Glen 
Canyon.  Others  on  that  list  are  the  non- 
native  plants,  such  as  broom  and  poison 
hemlock,  which  we  are  removing  from 
the  canyon. 

The  brochure  has  one  paragraph  on 
pet  toxicity,  which  states,  "If  a  plant  is 
known  to  be  hazardous  to  humans,  it 
will  probably  be  toxic  for  animals  as 
well  "  There  is  a  list  of  plants  that  are 
toxic  to  livestock  available,  but  1  haven't 
been  able  to  find  out  if  much  research 
has  been  done  regarding  the  effects  these 
plants  have  on  dogs  and  cats,  it  would 
be  valuable  to  know  what  effect  multi- 
ple exposures  to  poison  oak  might  have 
on  dogs — or  even  how  carrying  or  chew-

ing  on  eucalyptus  slicks  could  be  a  health 
hazard  to  dogs.  To  be  on  the  safe  side 
and  protect  your  pet  from  toxic  plants, 
turn  your  cat  into  a  house  cat  and  keep 
your  dog  on  a  leash  and  on  the  trails.

Check  It  Out  At  the  Library!

New  Face  in  the  Branch 

Our  former  branch  librarian,  Mark 
Hall,  left  to  go  work  in  the  chief's  office 
at  the  Main  Library.  In  mid-May  his 
replacement.  Sharon  Dezurick,  arrived 
at  Glen  Park.  That's  me.  I  previously 
worked  as  the  senior  children's  librar- 
ian at  the  West  Portal  Branch,  and  as  the 
Tenderloin  outreach  librarian  working 
from  the  Main  Library  Children's  Room. 
I  received  my  M.L.S.  from  San  Jose 
Slate  in  December  1994,  and  started 
working  part-time  at  West  Portal  the  fol- 
lowing April,  as  a  Proposition  E  hire.

New-Branch  Update 

The  Library  Commission  held  a  spe- 
cial meeting  June  28  to  discuss  the  pro- 
posed sites  of  new  branches  for  Glen 
Park  and  Visitacion  Valley.  Several  peo- 
ple from  the  neighborhood  addressed 
the  commission  with  their  concerns  and 
recommendations.  The  Library  Com- 
mission received  a  letter  from  the  Glen 
Park  Merchants  Association  champi- 
oning the  Diamond  Super  proposal,  and 
a  similar  recommendation  from  the 
Executive  Board  of  the  Glen  Park  Asso- 
ciation. The  Commission  authorized 
the  Department  of  Real  Estate  to 
approach  owners  to  ascertain  if  they 
were  willing  to  sell;  to  evaluate  the  var- 
ious sites;  and  to  carry  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Commission  in  about  two 
months. 

A  few  patrons  seem  worried  that  our 
little  branch  at  653  Chenery  is  about  to 
close.  Not  so.  When  the  new  branch 
is  built,  there  will  be  a  brief  period  with- 
out a  Glen  Park  library,  but  only  while 


the  branch  moves.  Otherwise,  the  com- 
munity will  continue  to  have  local  library 
service.

the  Rec  and  Park  supervisor  for  Glen 
Canyon  Park,  is  a  big  fan.  "We  brought 
them  in  for  fire  abatement,"  she  said. 
'They  accomplished  in  the  first  two  days 
what  would  have  taken  a  human  crew 
two  weeks."  She'd  definitely  like  to  use 
them  in  the  future. 

Porteous  and  many  neighbors  of  the 
park  would  also  be  glad  to  see  goats  in 
the  canyon  again.

Lessons  learned  in  this  summer's  pilot 
program  should  eliminate  future  con- 
cerns even  among  people  who  are  con- 
cerned about  the  herd's  environmental 
impact,  it  is  hoped.  If  the  goats  return, 
there's  sure  to  be  more  advance  coor- 
dination and  planning  among  Rec  and 
Park's  leadership,  its  Natural  Areas  pro- 
gram, and  the  vigilant  Friends  members. 
("We're  kind  of  new  this  year  and  a  lot 
of  people  don't  know  about  us," 
Porteously  said  diplomatically.) 
Size  of  the  herd  is  one  key  fac- 
tor: 550  seems  way  too  many 
goats  for  the  canyon.  A  herd  of 
300  can  clear  one  acre  in  one 
day,  Oyarzun  pointed  out,  and 
our  planned  project  covered 
about  five  acres.  Ideally.  Por- 
teous would  like  to  work  with  a 
more  manageable  herd,  maybe 
about  25,  penned  at  night, 
accompanied  by  both  a  herder 
and  a  naturalist. 

Not  that  the  critters  lacked 
supervision.  The  Oyarzun's 
Patagonian  goatherd  knows  each 
of  his  animals  and  was  on  site 
24  hours  a  day,  based  in  a  small 
trailer.  His  amazing  border  col- 
lie,  named  Macarena,  was 
always  on  duty,  keeping  her  eye 
on  the  animals  and  moving  them 
expertly  when  given  the  sig-
